Worker dies after 
Monday accident 

fatality The 34-year-old 
worker who was hit by a 
concrete wall in Burnside 
on Monday died yesterday 
in hospital. 

The Windsor man was 
working for Tiltpro 
Contracting at a Wilkinson 
Avenue construction site at 
11:20 a.m. Monday when a 
cement truck knocked over 
the concrete wall that land¬ 
ed on him. He had “severe” 
injuries to his lower 
extremities, said Halifax 
Regional Police Const. Jeff 
Carr. 

The man’s name won’t 
be released on his family’s 
wishes. 

Investigators with the 
provincial Labour and 
Workforce Development 
department are investigat¬ 
ing the incident, but 
spokeswoman Chris sy 
Matheson said it could take 
weeks, or months, before 
they determine what hap¬ 
pened and whether any 
regulations were violated. 

“We can’t determine at 
this point what charges 
will be laid, if any,” Mathe¬ 
son said. 

She said the fact the 
worker has died doesn’t 
change the investigation. 

If the investigation finds 
the employer to be at 
fault, charges would be 
laid under the provincial 
Occupational Health and 
Safety Act.

The Green party is still 
fighting to get into the 
leaders' debates, but the 
Conservatives and NDP 
stand in their way. 

May was shut out of the 
debates by a consortium of 
TV broadcasters who said 
other party leaders refused 
to participate of Green Par¬ 
ty leader Elizabeth May 
was allowed to speak. 

Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion has called for May to 
be allowed in and Bloc 



Quebecois Leader Gilles 
Duceppe backed off yester¬ 
day by saying he’d take 
part either way. 

But Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper and NDP 
Leader Jack Layton re¬ 
mained steadfast. They said 
it would be a second voice 
for the Liberals because of 
May’s comments support¬ 
ing Stephane Dion and the 
Liberals not running a can¬ 
didate against her. 

“The idea that there’s 


some land of broad coali¬ 
tion with the Liberals is 
nonsense,” said May. 
“We’re running in 306 rid¬ 
ings across Canada where 
we are tiying to defeat Lib¬ 
erals and Liberals are tiy¬ 
ing to defeat Greens.” 

May said she wanted to 
use the debates as a way to 
tell people more about the 
Green party’s platforms 
other than the environ¬ 


ment — such as fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility and tax re¬ 
form. 

But an NDP spokesman 
told Metro News that May 
should not be allowed in 
the debates because of her 
comments supporting the 
Liberals — period. 

“If Ms. May endorses 
Stephane Dion for prime 
minister, she can’t be in 
this debate,” said press sec¬ 


retary Ian Capstick. “Her 
position will be represent¬ 
ed in the debate. Sure, if 
Dion wants to give up his 
spot for his deputy leader 
or his coalition partner Ms. 
May, no problem. We’ll 
take her in the debate.” 

Capstick said May would¬ 
n’t bring anything to the 
debate because the Green 
party is a single-issue par¬ 
ty. When told of May’s ear¬ 
lier comment about want¬ 
ing to talk about various is¬ 
sues, he only repeated his 
statement: 

“The Green Party is a sin¬ 
gle-issue party.”

Judge refuses to allow 
Race to defend himself 


court Glen Race’s second 
day of trial was briefly de¬ 
layed yesterday morning as 
the accused killer unsuc¬ 
cessfully tried to get his at¬ 
torney pulled from the 
case. 

The 27-year-old 
Nova Scotia man 
told his lawyer, Mark 
McCormick, that he 
wanted to represent 
himself. Judge Kevin 
Ryan dismissed the 
request. 

Race, who is ac¬ 
cused of killing Dar¬ 
cy Manor, 35, at a ru¬ 
ral Mooers camp last year, 
rarely looked at photo¬ 
graphs of Manor’s body 
and the area where the vol¬ 
unteer firefighter was 
killed. 

Race is also accused of 
killing Trevor Brewster and 
Michael Paul Knott in May 
2007, before Manor was 
killed. He will not face trial 


in Halifax until his U.S. 
murder charge is dealt 
with. 

Before the court emptied 
for a midday break, Clin¬ 
ton County District Attor¬ 
ney Andrew Wylie 
had just finished 
questioning his 
eighth witness, who 
was one of first 
troopers to respond 
to the private 
Drown Road camp 
early on May 11, 
2007. 

State Police Troop¬ 
ers Alan Barnaby 
and Ryan Fountain arrived 
at Manor’s camp May 11, 
2007 on an unrelated call, 
found Manor’s shaken 
friends and were told the 
35-year-old father of two 
had been mauled by an an¬ 
imal. 

Fountain said as soon as 
he saw the green maple- 
syrup tubing wrapped 


around Manor’s body, he 
knew there was foul play. 

“That was the first thing 
that really got my atten¬ 
tion,” he testified yester¬ 
day. 

As daylight broke, offi¬ 
cials documented several 
“skid marks” in the vicini¬ 
ty of Manor’s body and 
pieces of shattered glass 
that littered the ground be¬ 
neath a broken window at 
the camp. 

They also noted an all- 
terrain vehicle parked in a 
nearby shed and found a 
lone cigarette butt in the 
driveway. 

Wylie’s opening state¬ 
ment alleges that Race 
broke into the camp, stole 
a rifle, ran into Manor out¬ 
side, shot him and then 
tied him to the back of an 
ATV and dragged him into 
the woods to hide his 
body.

Royal Caribbean pulled 
out of the two smaller 
ports in an attempt to re¬ 
duce fuel costs. The move 
will cost Sydney about 
$90,000 in passenger tax¬ 
es.

Handing a blow to polio 

Activist makes Halifax stop on cross-Canada hand-cycle to fight disease

One man just wheeled in¬ 
to Halifax in a cross-Cana¬ 
da tour to help make Polio 
the world’s second disease 
totally eradicated by 
mankind. 

Ramesh Ferris is himself 
a survivor of the viral dis¬ 
ease that attacks the muscle 
and nerve tissue. He be¬ 
came infected as a young 
child growing up in India. 
His parents, unable to af¬ 
ford treatment or braces, 
gave him up for adoption. 

That’s how Ferris came to 
Canada, the Yukon specifi¬ 
cally, at age two. 

“I contracted a disease 25 
years after the world had 
better than a cure — a pre¬ 
vention,” he said. 

With access to Canadian 
health care, Ferris was able 
to walk with a brace by the 
age of three and a half. 

Now Ferris is in Halifax 
after hand-cycling all the 
way from Victoria, B.C., 
since April. When he finish¬ 


es his journey in Cape 
Spear, N.L., he’ll have hand- 
cycled 7,200 kilometres. 

“I always focused on the 
positives in life,” he said. “I 


focused on the things I 
could do, rather than what I 
couldn’t do.” 

Polio is on the brink of be¬ 
ing the second disease in 


history wiped out by man. 
The first was Smallpox in 
1979. Polio has no cure but 
there is an immunization 
vaccine. The disease is high-

ly contagious and still a 
problem in four countries: 
India, Pakistan, Afghanistan 
and Nigeria. 

Ferris has the goal of rais¬ 
ing $1 million for his Cycle 
to Walk charity (www.cycle- 
towalk.com). The proceeds 
go to Rotaiy International 
and the World Health Or¬ 
ganization to fight the dis¬ 
ease internationally. 

Ferris took on the cause 
after travelling to India and 
seeing the crippling effects 
of the disease. 

“We’re 99 per cent there,” 
said Ferris. “Polio is still an 
issue in Canada and 
throughout the world as 
long as there’s a single case 
left.”

More than a few people —

400 new customers the 
nine-storey office building 
would provide, especially 
since tourism is down. 

Brad Smith with the 
Greater Halifax Partner¬ 
ship said projects like this 
Waterside Centre are cru¬ 
cial for the economic 
health of not 
just Halifax, 
but the en¬ 
tire region. 

“Halifax 
needs to 
show leader- Walter Nolan 
ship and 

show we’re open for busi¬ 
ness,” he said. “We need to 
protect and honour our 
heritage, not be bound by 
it.” 

The facades of the her¬ 
itage buildings would stay 
intact, but they would be 
mostly gutted inside. The 
more modern building 
housing Sweet Basil restau¬ 
rant will be torn down. 

The 1920s-era Imperial 
Oil building might need to 
be demolished if the sup¬ 


ports are found to be un- 
salvageable, but it will be 
rebuilt as a replication. 

The walkway many peo¬ 
ple use as a shortcut was 
on downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane’s mind. 

“It’s been used for 
decades and the public 
feels it’s their 
right to walk 
through 
there,” she 
said.

Age discrimination case goes to board 

Cape Breton teacher, forced to retire at 65, not giving up wrongful dismissal fight 


Board may decide remedy 


An independent human 
rights board of inquiry 
will consider a complaint 
of age discrimination re¬ 
lated to mandatory 
retirement at a hearing 
beginning today. 

William Talbot filed the 
complaint against the 
Cape Breton Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality and the Canadi¬ 
an Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees, Local 759, alleg¬ 
ing that in 2004 he was 
discriminated against on 
the basis of his age when 


he was required to retire 
from his job at age 65. 

A complaint is referred 
to an independent board 
of inquiry when the Nova 
Scotia Human Rights 
Commission believes 
that, on first appearance, 
a case of discrimination is 
made after an investiga¬ 
tion by a human rights of¬ 
ficer. 

The decision is then in 
the hands of the inde¬ 
pendent board.

Says that as with health care, public not ready to pay price for solution

“The environment is 
about as bogus as health 
care,” Cooper said, noting 
the power of a 20-year Lib¬ 
eral public relations cam¬ 
paign framing the 
Medicare issue as intrinsic 
to who we are has worn 
off, and the environment 
issue comes down to who 
can scream their green 
virtues louder. 

“People get very excited 
but it’s certainly not prac¬ 


tical.” 

Cooper said society 
knows the solutions but 
just doesn’t want to face 
them, citing deleterious 
economic effects from en¬ 
vironmental action and 
privatizing health care, a 
possibility he says won’t 
arise for two more elec¬ 


tions. 

Calgary and Area Physi¬ 
cians Association past- 
president Dr. Glenn 
Comm believes health 
care has fallen off the 
radar because previous 
governments lost their 
moral authority to talk 
about it through repeti¬ 


tive inaction. 

“Eveiybody knows it’s a 
problem and I guess it has 
just reached the point 
where it’s no longer 
news,” Comm said. 

It’s unfortunate the two 
issues are being viewed as 
mutually exclusive, said 
Health Sciences Associa¬ 
tion of Alberta president 
Elisabeth Ballermann, 
who views both as inti¬ 
mately intertwined. 

“I’d hate to see a govern¬ 
ment who’s a one-triclc 
pony,” she said.

ccording to the 
Guinness Book of 
World Records, 
the largest Chris¬ 
tian congrega¬ 
tion in the world is not lo¬ 
cated where you might ex¬ 
pect it to be. 

Instead of calling the 
southern U.S. home, the 
Yoido Full Gospel Church 
— which boasts an aston¬ 
ishing 750,000-plus wor¬ 
shippers — can be found 
just 20 minutes outside 
Seoul, South Korea. 

Though the country is 
predominantly Buddhist, 
there is indeed a powerful 
Christian contingent. Take 
one look at the exterior of 
the Yoido Full Gospel 
Church, and you’ll have an 
idea of its scale. 

In fact, it’s hard to quell 
the thought that this red¬ 
brick dome topped with a 
giant cross looks like a sta¬ 
dium, and that I’m headed 
to a concert rather than a 
Wednesday morning reli¬ 
gious service. Right on cue, 
a crowd of elderly women 
move past me in a mad 
dash to get a good seat. 

It seems that despite the 
size of the venue, the pews 
fill up quickly, so it’s best

to come early. 

In the guts of the build¬ 
ing, three floors of seats are 
placed in a semi-circle fac¬ 
ing the stage. All eyes are 
on a joyous choir, singing 
and swaying to synthesized 
music. The church is de¬ 
void of stained-glass win¬ 
dows and religious iconog¬ 
raphy, but does have sever¬ 
al large screens above the 
stage and camera men pan¬ 
ning across the crowd. 

The church has a BYOB 
policy — bring your own 
bible. But it does provide 
headphones, which I plug 
into a little black box offer¬ 
ing English, Japanese, Chi¬ 
nese, Spanish, French, 
Russian, Indonesian and 
Arabic translations. With 
patience, I’m able to under¬ 
stand a bit of what retired 
Rev. David Yonggi Cho is 
saying. 

“Our neighbours in 
North Korea are suffering. 
We must care about social 
problems. They are our 
brothers, sisters and neigh¬ 
bors. Love your neighbours 
and love the church with 
your soul, body and mind,” 
he preaches. Though 72 
years old, his voice echoes 
through the church. The 
crowd breathes a collective 
Amen.

Post-Oscar flops 

Some filmmakers fail to follow up on success

Some critics are 
downright disheartened 
by Burn After Reading — 
the Coen Brothers* highly- 
anticipated follow-up to 
No Country for Old Men. 

Todd McCarthy of Variety 
even called it a “film that 
feels misjudged from the 
opening scene and there¬ 
after.” That’s pretty surpris¬ 
ing for the subsequent ef¬ 
fort to last year’s Academy 
Award-winning best film. 
Isn’t it? 

Well, not exactly. 

While no one is slotting 
Burn After Reading in the 
same categoiy as say, Su- 
perBabies: Baby Geniuses 
2 , the quirky comedy could 
still prove that winning an 
Academy Award does not 
always guarantee a director 
will go on to make an im¬ 
mediate masterpiece. 

Take John Madden, for 
instance, who followed-up 
his award-winning roman¬ 
tic-drama Shakespeare in 


Love with the dreaiy Nico¬ 
las Cage adaptation of Cap¬ 
tain Corelli’s Mandolin. 
And don’t forget filmmak¬ 
er Rob Marshall who won 
the Oscar for Chicago only 
to let movie fans down 
with Memoirs of a Geisha 
two years later. 

These are just two criti¬ 
cally praised filmmakers 
who failed to follow-up 
their statuettes with a mas¬ 
terful flick. 

In 1985, filmmaker Syd¬ 
ney Pollack took Robert 
Redford Out of Africa and 
transported him to stinky 
Havana. The huge 1990 
epic was a bust both at the 
box office and with critics. 

Peter Travers of Rolling 
Stone wrote, “You expect 
more of stars Robert Red- 
ford and Lena Olin, direc¬ 
tor Sydney Pollack, and a 
$40 million budget than an 
uncredited and unpalat¬ 
able rehash of Casablanca.” 

Yikes! That’s a long road 
from standing behind the 
winner’s podium at the Os¬ 
cars show. 

Perhaps the biggest post- 


Oscar flop has come cour¬ 
tesy of none other than Ron 
Howard. Skilled as he is be¬ 
hind the camera, after tak¬ 
ing home the big prize for 
2001’s A Beautiful Mind, 
the actor-tumed-auteur 
came up with The Missing. 

With a budget of $65 mil¬ 
lion, the Tommy Lee 
Jones/Cate Blanchett 
thriller was a huge post-Os- 
car disappointment, earn¬ 
ing less than half its budget 
back. It seems the only 
thing really missing was a 
follow-up movie that an au¬ 
dience was hungry to see. 

Whether Burn After 
Reading will fall under the 
same curse that The Miss¬ 
ing did is yet to be deter¬ 
mined, but perhaps that 
doesn’t even concern the 
Coens. 

Instead, maybe the 
brothers share the theory 
of journalist Herbert B. 
Swope, who once said, “I 
cannot give the formula 
for success, but I can give 
you the formula of failure 
— which is tiy to please 
everybody.”

Booker shortlist announced 


India well-represented in this year's search for the best in fiction 


Tales from rural India, 
secretive Ireland and 
strike-riven northern Eng¬ 
land are all vying for the 
Man Booker Prize for 
Fiction, one of the world's 
most prestigious literary 
awards. 

Aravind Adiga, whose 
book The White Tiger 
tracks the ambitions and di¬ 
vided loyalties of the son of 
a rickshaw puller from an 
Indian village, is a first-time 
novelist. 

The former TIME maga¬ 
zine correspondent is the 
bookmakers’ favourite to 
take the annual prize, 
worth about $90,000 to the 


winner. 

A second Indian writer 
on the shortlist of six is 
Kollcata-bom Amitav Ghosh 
with Sea of Poppies, a story 
set on an old slave ship be¬ 
fore the Opium Wars. 

But there was no place 
for Mumbai-born Salman 
Rushdie, who was named 
Best of the Booker winners 
in July to mark the prize’s 
40th anniversary. 

The renowned novelist 
won the Booker prize in 
1981 with Midnight’s Chil¬ 
dren, but his latest work 
The Enchantress of Flo¬ 
rence failed to make the 
shortlist despite being 


heavily backed by bookies 
when it appeared on the 
longlist. 

The second debut novel¬ 
ist on the shortlist this year 
is a former private investi¬ 
gator from Australia, Steve 
Toltz, and his book of famil¬ 
ial adventure A Fraction of 
the Whole. 

Linda Grant’s The 
Clothes on Their Backs, a 
book about the psychology 
of clothes, has been nomi¬ 
nated, as has Irish writer 
Sebastian Barry, whose The 
Secret Scripture depicts the 
shocking story of a woman 
growing up in Sligo in the 
1930s.
